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AMERICANO’S QUICKSTEP STAKES. 



“ Lncky ” Baldwin’s hammer-headed son of 
Emperor of Norfolk, Americano, won the Quick- 
step Stakes at Washingrton Park yesterday, in a 
decisive way. He was the actual favorite at the 
post and heavily played by the public. There was 
little class to the field of ten, from which Savable, 
Mary Lavana and Watkins Overton were missing, 
though John Drake sent ont his massive St. Simon 
colt, St. Dory, and the Schorr stable added John A. 
Scott. It took Mr. Dwyer twenty-five minutes to 
get the field away in good array. Master Dominick 
and Stem Winder caused most of the trouble. 
There was little to the race. When well in full 
motion on the turn, Stem Winder was leading and 
the Baldwin colt closing on him. Americano got | 
the Texan as they came into the straight and from 
there home, Americano merely had to be hand 
ridden to win with ease by four lengths. Sidney C. 
Love came like a giant en the outside in the last 
eighth and nailed Stem Winder at the finish. 
Captain Arnold would have beaten the Texan, too, 
but he had been used too much to get to his horses 
after a poor dispatch and hung so at the end that 
Joe Buckley, too, beat him. The latter ran a fair 
race, but was lucky. Queen Elieabeth, the hand- 
some filly from the Morris stable — a full sister to 
Old England— showed a lot of speed. So did Silver 
Fringe, but, after chasing Americano and Stem 
Winder for three furlongs, she stopped and drifted 
back.

quarter had been run, moved up on those in front 
of him fast, and, after turning into the stretch, had 
things all his own way. He won easily by a length 
from Bose Tree, which threatened to give him an 
argument for a moment at the last eighth post, but 
sprawled badly in the closing strides. Inspector 
Shea finished third a length behind Rose Tree. He 
made up considerable ground in the last half mile 
and finished with a rush. Stnyve was well beaten 
turning for home. 

Colonel Ballantyne won the last race by a half 
length from Star Cotton, with Jerry Hunt a beaten 
off third. Star Cotton swerved badly in the closing 
strides toward the inside rail, or else he should 
have given the winner a hot argument at the end. 

The usual large crowd was on hand, but the 
betting was comparatively light. The track, 
although heavy and lumpy, was drying out fast, 
but at the best will be slow this afternoon, pro- 
vided no more rain falls. 



The day’s opener was taken by Albemarle, heavily 
played by a few wise punters, who got on at 12 to 1. 
Albemarle was much the best, displayed the most 
speed and won with plenty to spare by one and a 
half lengths from Lady Jocelyn, which beat Galba 
six lengths for second place. Ontonagon and Cor- 
sica ran prominently for three furlongs and then 
fell away badly beaten. Senor tired fast in the 
final eighth, losing third place by a head. 

Hunter Raine. showing much improvement over 
his last effort, closed up fast in the last quarter of 
the second race, and, catching the tiring Brulare in 
the last seventy-five yards, beat her to the wire by 
a length, with Last Knight a fair third. Brulare 
appeared to be the winner in the last eighth, but 
hung badly in the closing ^strides. She has evi<

Wild Pirate was lucky to win the fourth race, 
the most stirring contest of the'day. He !and Bar* 
rack^ookedlup in a desperate! and lexciting last 
eighth struggle, but Nutt, as usual, was of little 
helpito the willing Barrack, allowing J. Walsh to 
outride him in^the r losing strides and shave Wild 
Pirate under the wire a short head to the good, 
with Bragg third, one and a half lengths back 
Bragg was a keen contender up to the last sixteenth, 
butftired^rom there tolthe wire. Alfred Vargrave 
^ appeared to ha vela chance in the last eighth, but 
had|enough|when thelkeen actionjcame up between 
Barrack and Wild Pirate. Prowl fell away |badly 
beaten turning for home. 

The fifth race proved anjeasy effort for C. B. 
Campbell, which began slowly, but, after the first

CONEY ISLAND STAKES. 



Racing at Washington Park begins this afternoon 
at 1 :30 sharp, as it always does on the ''Glorious 
Fourth.” Those who wish to view the three races 
that precede the main feature of the day, the Sheri- 
dan Stakes, will do well to boar this in mind and 
strike out for the track early. A huge crowd will 
be in attendance and the early arrivals will secure 
the best seats and best points of view. 

The work on the new Hawthorne establishment 
is moving on, though slowly. The concrete founda- 
tions for the main pillars are down and many car 
loads of structural steel are on the railroad tracks 
at the side of the enclosure. 

As the youngsters for the first race were going 
from the paddock on parad.e, Ed Corrigan was look- 
ing on. Galba, his entry, filed past. '‘There’s 
mine,” he said, ''but there’s a better looking one,” 
as Albemarle came past. ''I believe I’d rather have 
him than mine.” Albemarle won and is a grand 
colt, exactly the color of Galba, but bigger and a 
finer type of a colt. 

The bad condition of the track has served to keep 
several colts from starting for the Sheridan Stakes 
that would be sure to go to the post if the going 
was good. The three placed horses in the American 
Derby are all that are carded to start, but added 
starters are not improbable. As it is, however, if 
only the three named go to the post the race is 
bound to be highly interesting and may haps excit- 
ing. American Derby winners have often been 
beaten in the Sheridan Stakes, and so well have 
Lucien Appleby and Aladdin performed since the 
Derby was decided that each will be sure to have 
strong backing to defeat Wyeth. The latter’s seven 
pounds penalty may prove an important factor in 
case of a close finish. 

E. J. Baldwin scored his first victory yesterday 
since his arrival on the local tracks from Cali- 
fornia. Americano, which carried his colors in the 
van of a good field of two-year-olds in the Quick- 
step Stakes ran a sparkling race and it is safe to 
predict that the brother to Cruzados will prove a 
sharp factor from now on in fields of horses of his 
own age. 

John C. King, one of the good two-year-old colts 
in the stable of M. H. Tichenor & Co., picked up a 
nail in his foot while being exercised. Although 
no serious trouble is anticipated on account of the 
mishap, it will necessitate a let-up of a few weeks 
in the colt’s training. 

Esherin, from the stable of J. W. Schorr, which 
started in the first race yesterday, ran in striking 
contrast to her previous effort on which occasion 
she finished second. 

Jessie Jarboe started out to spreadeagle her field 
in the second race. At one time she was fully ten 
lengths in front of her field, but she tired and quit 
badly in the last quarter and finished outside of the 
moneys Her doing so cost her owner, Mose Gold- 
blatt, $400 which he had bet on her against $200 to 
show. 



An idea of the interest in racing in the east, aside 
from the fact that every man who owns a horse he 
thinks has a "look in” is sending him east, may be 
gained from the number booking in the free field at 
Sheepshead Bay. Underneath the grand stand in 
that field, where is located the betting ring, are 138 
bookmakers, all doing a tremendous business, giv- 
ing better odds than in the big ring and taking 
wagers from fifty cents to $5. 

A. R., Chicago. Peat was 3 to 5 to show in the 
fourth race of July 2 at Washington Park. It was 
omitted by oversight. 

This is the last day of the summer meeting of 
the Coney Island Jockey Club, with the Lawrence 
Realization as the big race of the day. 



AMERICAN JOCKEYS IN FRANCE. 



Concerning the fortunes and misfortunes of the 
colony of American jockeys riding in France, a dis- 
patch from Paris June 19 said : 

"As a result of the riding of the American jockeys 
in the race for the Prix Rocquencourt, at the Bois 
de Boulogne meeting today, the stewards of the 
Jockey Club have begun an inquiry into their con- 
duct. The race was run by W. K. Vanderbilt’s 
Bright, ridden by McGinn, with Astrome (Milton 
Henry) second, and Azay (Rigby) third. The only 
other runner was Keepsake, ridden by Stern, an 
English jockey. Protests were entered at the con- 
clusion of the race that Stem was obstructed. 

'‘The talk of racing circles recently has been the 
feud between the American jockeys and their Eng- 
lish rivals. The latter greatly resented the Amer- 
ican invasion of the French turf, which they regard- 
ed as their preserve, and they were further excited 
by the series of American successes. At the same 
time there is considerable dissatisfaction among 
racing men at the methods adopted by the Amer- 
ican jockeys, and on several occasions the French 
press has taken the side of the Englishmen, espe- 
cially in the case of Stern, who has held his own 
against his American competitors, and who is said 
to have been picked out by the latter for obstruct- 
ive treatment. 

"The feud first took a serious character at the 
Bois de Boulogne meeting of June 10, when jostling 
occurred between the Americans and Stern in the 
race for the Prix Chaton, during the course of 
which Stern slashed one of the Americans across 
the face with his whip. Stern, who was then riding 
the favorite, was only able to finish fourth, Ameri- 
cans taking first and second places. Stern com- 
plained to the stewards that the Americans corralled 
him and prevented him from winning. The stew- 
ards, however, decided to only give the Americans 
a warning, because Stern had put himself in the 
wrong by using his whip. 

"Several similar instances happened at the Bois 
de Boulogne meeting on the following Thursday. 
In one race an Englishman, Harrison, complained 
of the behavior of J. Reiff, and in another race

Concerning the Brighton Handicap, which will be 
run at Brighton Beach tomorrow, a New York dis- 
patch of Wednesday says : "Secretary John Boden, 
Jr., of the Brighton Beach Racing Association, said 
today that the field for the Brighton Handicap on 
Saturday promises to be a large one. The probable 
starters and weights are : Gold Heels, 126 pounds ; 
Blues, 123 pounds; Bonnibert, 121 pounds; Herbert, 
119 pounds; Ten Candlea, 118 pounds; Water Cure, 
110 pounds; Argregor, 105 pounds; Momingside, 103 
pounds; Port Royal, 100 pounds; Contend, 99 
pounds ; Keynote, 93 pounds, and Northern Star, 90 
pounds. If this field comes to the post speculation 
will be heavy. 

"While Gold Heels will be a pronounced favorite 
the recent good form of Argregor and Port Royal, 
to say nothing of Momingside. will have an effect 
on the market against the favorite. All three of 
the lightweights named will take a lot of beating 
under the conditions, as their recent races at 
Sheepshead Bay show. ' 

"C. T. Boots today placed $500 on Argregor with 
Joe Vendig’s book at 8 to 1, showing the faith he 
has in the ability of his horse to beat Gold Heels 
and all comers. In Argregor’s win last week he ran 
the mile and three sixteenths in 2 :00, or at the rate 
of 2 :06i for a mile and a quarter. This was with 99 
pounds up. 

"A wager of $300 at 10 to 1 on Port Royal, laid b> 
the same bookmaker to a backer who is a close 
friend of James Rowe, the trainer, indicates that 
the latter likes his colt’s chances for the Brighton, 
From selling races to stake contests is a wide 
for Port Royal to bridge in a couple of weekj 
yet that is what he has done.
